Thousands of rioting whites 


clashed 
with 
club-swinging 


policemen in Chicago Sunday 
night after three separate civil 
rights 
marches into 
all-white 


neighborhoods. 


At least 16 persons — includ- 


ing five policemen — were in- 
jured and police arrested 21 
persons during the melee. 


Police swarmed 
into 
Mar- 


quette Park on the city's South- 
west Side and knocked several 
persons to the ground with clubs 
as thousands of white persons 
stormed through the park. 


The park finally was emptied 


and officers denied anyone en- 
trance. 


The violence erupted after a 


leader 
of the American Nazi 


party called on white persons to 
march into Negro areas. 


The violence came after the 


civil rights marches into Gage 
Park, Began and Jefferson Park 
neighborhoods to protest alleged 
housing discrimination. 


Marquette Park was outside

Pittsburgh past Cincinnati 4-2. 
But 
'Mota 
has 
virtually no 


chance of winning the batting 
title because he lags far behind 
in times at bat. 


Mays' homer placed him one 


away from tying Jimmy Foxx's 
534 and two away from trailing 
only Babe Ruth on the all-time 
list. Willie, however, wasn't 
saying much about the impend- 
ing historical occasion. 


"Don't ask me that," he re- 


plied to a question about No. 
534. "Why is it every time I get 
close to something, you guys 
come around and ask me that?" 


The only question Mota is 


asked these days is how does he 
feel about not having a chance 
to win the batting title despite 
his lofty average. 


"It doesn't bother me at all," 


he replies. "We play to win the 
pennant. You can't play as indi- 
viduals." 


The reason Mota has only 236 


at-bats is that he shares center 
field with Matt Alou. Alou, how- 
ever, has 375 at-bats and almost 
certainly will reach the 502 to- 
tal plate appearances needed to 
qualify for the title. Alou cur- 
rently leads the league with a 
.344 mark. 


Mota's problem is that even if 


he plays every inning of the Pi- 
rates' remaining 46 games, he 
almost certainly will not reach 
502. 


Despite Mays' reluctance to 


talk about 534, he'll certainly 
reach it.

geles edged Chicago 4-3 in 14 
innings, then lost 12-10 in 10, 
Atlanta whipped Philadelphia 7- 
1 and New York downed St.

Pay Up, Brother 


The U.S. Seventh Circuit Court 


Court of Appeals recently ruled 
that a labor union can lawfully 
fine its members who cross its

It can garnish 
his wages or expel him. This 
means, in those states where one 
must belong to a union to hold 
a job, the loss of one's job. 


In compulsory union states, a 


man no longer works solely for 
the employer. He works also for 
the union. He has two bosses to 
please instead of one. One of 
those bosses pays him while he 
pays the other one. In their cam-
